Washington, Jan. 22. — The Nicara- 
gua canal bill was taken up by the sen- 
ate this afternoon. Mr. Sherman cre- 
ated a sensation by presenting and hav- 
ing rend a communication from the min- 
ister of the Greater Republic of Central 
America to the secretary of state, which 
had been transmitted by Secretary 01- 
ncy. It criticised the pending Nicara- 
gua canal bill. Tho communication was 
signed by J. D. Rodriguez. 

As soon p.s the communication had 
been read Senator Morgan took the 
floor. He said the communication had 
come before the senate in proper form 
because it came through the state de- 
partment, but tho eeuate had no know- 
ledge who the signer was, and did not 
even know officially of the "Greater Re- 
public of Central America." 

"Mr. Rodriguez is the accredited rep- 
resentative here of that republic," inter- 
rupted Mr. Sherman. 

Mr. Morgan said tho British govern- 
ment was interested in counteracting 
the purposes of the United States us to 
Nicaragua. He had bo expressed his 
conviction to the Secretary of State. The 
British railway lines had been estab- 
lished across the Isthmus for the dis- 
tinct purpose of securing exclusive con- 
trol of this isthmus communication. 
This belief was confirmed by recent de- 
velopments. Turning to the letter from 
Minister Rodriguez just read, which was 
being scanned by Mr. Gray, the Sen- 
ator exclaimed : " Great Britain 
is using that edict as a cats paw 
for the purpose of driving us out of the 
Isthmus. That is a serious statement, 
but I make it deliberately in the United 
States and it demands an answer." 
Raising his right hand, Mr. Morgan 
brought it down with resounding force 
on the desk and addetl : "That answer 
must be given before there is any rati- 
fication of this new arbitration treaty." 

Mr. Morgan said it was an unusual 
thing that the minister for this new re- 
public should send Buch a communica- 
tion, If these governments desire to 
forfeit any concessions they should do 
it, and then tho American congress 
would determine if there had been a 
violation of the contract rights given to 
American citizens. 

Mr. Hale interposed the suggestion 
that Minister Rodriguez' letter seemed 
to raise a grave question as to whether 
the measure under consideration could 
proceed. Whether this could be ex- 
plained away or not, he was not able to 
say, but he asked Mr. Morgan, who was 
in charge of the bill, as to the Btatus 
since the presentation of this letter. 

Mr. Morgan explained the diplomatic 
status. Nicaragua was formerly repre- 
sented by a minister, Dr. Gusman, but 
he had gone. Nicaragua had entered 
the Greater Union of Central America, 
and on this matter the Union had sent 
Minister Rodriguez to represent it at 
Washington. 

"This is an impertinent intrusion, 
thrust in our face while ""the senate is 
seeking to deal with the isthmian ques- 
tion," said Mr. Morgan, who favored 
making Nicaragua live up to her con- 
tract and concessions. Until lately she 
has favored the American construction 
of the canal, and yet she comes here 
with two other Central American coun- 
tries and raises objections which, if held 
to be good, would end the prospect of 
American control of the N icaragua canal. 
The American people would not quietly 
give up the right to control thai great 
waterway whatever _ clamor aught he 
raised for a peace treaty with 
Great Britain. The presenta- 
tion of this letter, coming from 
the Beoretary of State means that the 
President of the United States had de- 
termined that the pending Nicaragua 
canal bill wns not to be allowed to pass. 
That was a remarkable threat, and yet it 
was so in line with previous executive 
acts that Mr. Morgan said he felt quite 
prepared for the interference. 

Mr, Morgan continuing said that the 
letter of Mr. Rodriguez was in effect a 
notice to the Senate not to pass the 
Nicaragua canal bill. With this threat 
"flouted in our faces " and the Anglo- 
American treaty standing ahead of us 
the United States Senate might as well 
close its work and surrender its func- 
tions as to accept the views of this min- 
ister about whom the Senate knows 
nothing. 

Mr. Hale insisted that Mr. Rodriguez 
was fully recognized ; the letter of Secre- 
tary Gluey termed him " Minister of the 
Central America Republic." Mr. Male 
held that the minister's protest was of 
the gravest consequence. 

Mr. Morgan replied that the entire 
plan of building the enna) might as well 
be abandoned if this threat of Mr. 
Rodriguez was heeded. Would tho next 
step bo to ratify a treaty which 
further hedged and protected Great 
Britain? That might satisfy some 
gentlemen jvho liked foreign titles and 
decorations and aristocracy, but it did 
not suit him and he would never approve 
it. " Why has Nicaragua come in at the 
last hour, just as the bill is about to 
pass? " ashed Morgan. "It is because 
she has some strong power standing be- 
hind her," He said that this was a ser- 
ious moment in the Senate. 
The U, S. had stood by silently while 
the British had occupied Corinto. And 
now this proposition of " blackmail " 
was presented, which threatened to de- 
stroy the bill. An inquiry should bo 
started. ThiB movement of Mr. Rodri- 
guez was inspired by the British gov- 
ernment and lie waB sent here for the 
purpose. 

Mr, Hale answered that ho did not 
consider the assertion justified 



too, that the word " blackmail " was ill- 
chosen and that Nicaragua's motives 
were not open to such insinuations. 

ANGLO-AMERICAN TREATY. 

Discussion in the U. s. Senate— Remarks of 
Messrs. Hoar and Sherman. 

Washington, Jan. 22. — In tho senate 
to-day there was a d iscussion on tho new 
Anglo-American peace treaty, notwith- 
standing the rule referring to treaties 
that they are only to be considered in 
executive session. Mr. Hoar precipi- 
tated the discuision in presenting a peti- 
tion from the chamber of commerce fa vor- 
ing the speedy ratification of the treaty. 
The Massachusetts senator added some 
observations on the public pressure being 
brought to bear on the senate. " While 
no man is more deairous than myself to 
see an era of ' peace on earth and good 
will toward man,'" added Mr. Hoar, 
" yet I wish to enter my protest against 
the meddling with the serious duty of 
senators, either by sermons or profes- 
sional lecturers." 

Mr. Sherman followed Mr. Hoar. "No 
one is more ready than myself," ho said, 
"to congratulate the country on the 
great achievement of concluding this 
treaty of arbitration. The time has come 
when the nations of the world should 
turn their attention- to tho settlement 
of difficulties by peaceful {methods 
instead of a resort to war. At the same 
time, the treaty is one involving such 
grave considerations that it should have 
the most careful, mature and dispassion- 
ate consideration. That -was the pre- 
sent purpose of the commission on for- 
eign relations and the members of that 
commission are about to take up the 
treaty and consider it article by article 
with the greatest care."

London, Jan. 22. — A Capetown dis- 
patch to tho Daily Mail says that re- 
ports have been received there that fa- 
mine exiBts in Rhodesia. Thousands of 
terribly emaciated native women besiege 
the native oflice at Bnlawayo clamoring 
for food. Natives are flocking to Bura- 
wayo and exhuming the carcases of cat- 
tle which died from the rinderpest, and 
which were buried six months ago. 
They devourthese and, as aconsequence, 
a terrible mortality prevails amongst 
them. 

Sir Henry Howarth's amendment in 
the House of Commons censurfng the 
government for releasing the Irish 
prisoners caused an unexpected scene. 
Sir Henry Howarth ig a Tory, and is 
master of a biting style of oratory. He 
spoke oi " star chambers," " secret de- 
cisions," and used other unpleasant 
phrases and also suggested that thedyna- 
miters were shamming madness. He 
then read extracts from Irish American 
newspapers to the accompaniment 
Nationalist shouts of "Oh!" and 
laughter, 

A dispatch from Bombay to the Daily 
Mail says ; " Fifty doctors of the India 
medical service will arrive here shortly, 
There are now four thousand people en- 
gaged in cleansing and purifying the 
town. The panichere is as great as ever. 
The appalling suddenness of death from 
the plague drives the natives wild with 
fear. No further cases havo occurred at 
the government house, owing to the 
speedy burning of the servants' quarters, 
and this is taken as a strong argument 
in favor of similar measures on a large 
scale." 

Great distress prevails in the country 
districts of Argentine, owing to tho 
drought. 

The American line steamship Paris, 
which lost one of her propellers, was 
signalled off the Lizard at 12 :-io o'clock 
this morning. The Paris Bailed from 
New York on the 13th inst., using only 
one of her propellers. She should arrive 
at Southampton this morning.

Cleveland, Jan. 22 — Amnion meeting 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men embracing New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio was called to order hero yesterday 
morning, with First Vice-Grand Master 
Harrihan of Peoria, in the chair. The 
meeting, which will be in session to-day 
and to-morrow, is held behind closed 
doors. One of the most important ques- 
tions to be taken up at this meeting is 
that of the proposed federation ol all 
railroad employes organized, into one 
body. This subject will undoubtedly 
cause a warm debate.

Ottawa, Jan. 22.— The department of 
railways and canals has made up the 
figures of receipts and working expenses 
on the Intercolonial railway last year. 
Total receipts of the Intercolonial amount 
to $2,957,040, and the working expenses 
$3,012, S27, showing a deficit of $55,187. 
The net deficit on the Prince Edward 
Island railway was $78,662, or a total of 
$134,449 on account of the two govern- 
ment roads and their branches. 

Advices havo been received of the for- 
mation in England of a great financial, 
institution, the ramifications of which 
will extend throughout Great Britain 
and her colonies, to be known as the 
British Empire Finance Corporation. 
The following gentlemen were appointed 
as an advisory board in Canada: Sir 
Charles Tapper, Hon. J. Vv . Longley, 
Sir James Grant, ex-M.P., and Mr. 
Itufus Rope, M.P. 

The customs department is consider- 
ing the advisability of ordering collect- 
ors not to levy duty on articles of less 
value than fifty cents. 

The total amount received by the gov- 
ernment last year from the Chinese im- 
migration poll tax was $88,800. Of this 
amount $-17,400 were levied at Vancou- 
ver, and $30,347 at Victoria. Under the 
statute, British Columbia is entitled to 
one-fourth of the amount collected on 
the Chinese arrivals in that province, 
the total amount therefor payable to 
tin? provincial government being $21,- 
312.

THE BENIN MASSACRE. 

All the Europeans Who Were Killed Wei a 
Subsequently Beheaded. 

London-, Jan. — 22.— A late telegram 
from Lagos gives still further detail of 
the massacre at Benin, on the Niger. 
The expedition, it is said, was greeted in 
a friendly way at every town along, its 
course, and received peaceful messages 
from the king. But upon approaching 
Benin City, the members were lired 
upon from ambush. 

Acting Conaul-General Phillips, Dr. 
R. H. Elliott and Mr. Powes fell dead 
on the spot. Major P. W. J. Poland- 
Crawford was wounded. Capt. Bois- 
ragon and Mr. R. F. Locke carried him 
oil', but ho was wounded again, so that 
he died in a a few minutes, after implor- 
ing his companions to seek their own 
safety and leave him to his fate. Mr. 
H. C. Campbell, of the consular stall', 
was captured and taken to Benin City, 
.but the king had him taken to an adja- 
cent village, where he was killed. 

All the Europeans who were killed 
were afterwards beheaded, and King 
Obah has sent the finger rings belonging 
to Acting Consul-General Phillips back 
as an act of defiance. 



CUBA INDEPENDENCE. 

General Calixto Garcia Says the Insurgents 
Can Gain Their Liberty Without 
U. S. Assistance. 

New York, Jan. 22.— The Sun corres- 
pondent in Manzanilla, Cuba, writing 
under date of Jan. 13, says : " A trust- 
worthy person of this city who is in 
direct communication with the insur- 
gents had an interview two days 
ago with General Calixto Garcia, 
in the latter's camp, seven miles 
from here. " I am more convinced than 
ever," said General Garcia, " that we 
do not need help from any other country 
to assert our independence. We can 
light the Spaniards alone, and drive 
them ot. t of the island, notwithstanding 
their superiority in numbers and re- 
sources. 

" Interference on the part of the Am- 
erican nation is therefore unnecessary. 
We can have the glory of being an Am- 
erican country that can win its freedom 
without any aid from abroad. We do 
not expect such assistance as when the 
United States offered a friendly hand to 
Juarez to free Mexico from an European 
monarch." 



TIIE SPEINGHILL STRIKE. 

Impossible to Tell When the Colliers Will 
Resume Work. 

Si'RiSGHiLL, N.S., Jan. 21.— The strike 
of the 3,000 men and boys in the Spring- 
hill Company's coal mines here con- 
tinues, audit is impossible to tell when 
work will bo resumed. The miners' 
union at the Josrgins mine have notified 
the strikers' committee that they will 
support the men financially and in every 
possible way. The miners of this dis- 
trict are also assisting the strikers. The 
fire which broke out in the east slope of 
the mines last month is still burning, 
and to-day the west slopo is threatened. 
The walls built up to check the flames 
are becoming heated in many places, 
and mining experts here say the east 
slope is doomed and that the west slope 
is in great danger. The 0,000 inhabit- 
ants of the town are nearly destitute.

The quarrel between the 
powerful Emir Nupe and the Niger 
Company ia an old one and arose from 
the Emir's raiding the company's terri- 
tory for slaves. The Foulah force at 
Kabba is estimated at about 20,000 foot 
and 2,000 cavalry.

Earthquake at Vernon — Fail-view 
Camp— Texada Island Claims 
—Ore Shipments. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Jan. 22.— J. Pim, of the 
Canadian General Electric Co., and J. 
E. McForlane, manager of the B.C. Iron 
Works, went East to Kootenay to-day. 

D. G. Mncdonnoll, Dr. Milne and G. 
Maxwell leave next week for Ottawa in 
connection with the Crow's Nest Pass 
and Coast-Kootenay railways and other 
business. 

The Vancouver library is becoming 
almost too small for the reading public. 
On Saturday last over 1,000 people were 
Eupplied with books. There is scarcely 
room for the proper classification of the 
books in hand and the librarian is over- 
worked. Six hundred and forty new 
books ordered from London have been 
received. 

It is understood that a syndicate has 
been organized to commence boring for 
coal in South Vancouver within a mile 
of the Vancouver limits. The work will 
be vigorously prosecuted. Experts diiler 
as to the probabilities of the case, some 
holding that the find will probably be 
rather lignite than coal. 

A very satisfactory meeting of the 
stockholders of the Golden Cache Min- 
ing Co. took place yesterday. The re- 
port showed that the net amount re- 
ceived for the sale of shares amounted to 
$30,292.50. The development work has 
already been reported to date in the Col- 
onist. The Hamilton Manufacturing 
Co. have the contract for erecting a 
Btamp mill on the grounds. The t 
expenditure to date is $10,0(>1.50. The 
Moonlight fraction, however, which had 
cost the company $250, had been sold for 
$-1,500, which went against this amount. 
A hearty and unanimous vote of thanks 
was passed to the retiring directors, and 
many compliments were received by Mr 
McKinnon and bis colleagues at the 
hands of the stockholders for the able 
manner they had looked after their in- 
terests. The directors were re-elected. 
They are J. M. McKinnon. \V. R. Rob- 
ertson, J. McQuillan, W. Munsie, R. 
Hamilton. 

It is understood that the Grant, Govan 
syndicate have not finally completed the 
deal for the Channe Co.'s mines.

ROSSLAND. 

(From the Rosslander.) 

An assay taken from the ore found in 
the tunnel of the Alf went $23.87 in gold 
at a distance of 35 feet from the surface. 
A line body of solid ore is showing up 
well between two well defined walls. 

A. G. White and Ben. Einnell have 
bonded the Copper Chief and Copper 
Wonder to Moynahan & Campbell for 
$25,000, with a substantial cash pay- 
ment. These claims adjoin the Victory 
and Triumph on Sophia mountain. All 
the claimB on that mountain with de- 
velopment are showing up well in cop- 
per values. The purchasers are under 
agreement to carry on work steadily af- 
ter April 2. when the second payment 
becomes due. 

Au offer of $3,000 cash for a half in- 
terest in two claims has been refused by 
Angus Beaton and William Clali'y. The 
claims are situated half a mile south of 
the hotel on the north fork of the Sal- 
mon river. Near these claims is a group 
■which has been stocked. The intending 
purchasers had an expert looking over 
the property, but Beaton and Chilly in- 
tend to work them in the spring as they 
believe they have a good thing. 

The Mayflower has had considerable 
attention called to it as almost the only 
claim in Trail Creek whose ore value ia 
chiefly in silver. Early in May a tun- 
nel was started from the level of the C. 
& W. railway track, a cutting of which 
disclosed a vein carrying galena mixed 
with ir.'ii pyrites. From this a carload 
was shipped. The tunnel was run for 
75 (eet on the vein, but that dividend in- 
to two narrow streaks of mineral. It 
was continued further, but as the divi- 
sions did not unite, Mr. Oliver, the 
superintendent, decided to sink at the 
point of division. The winze is down 
100 feet and there the vein ia from 24 
inches to 30 inches in width, between 
well defined walla. Gold valuea run 
from $8 to $12, and the whole vein aver- 
agea 100 ounces in silver, though picked 
pieces of galena are very rich in Bilver. 
At the 100-foot level Supt. Oliver is hav- 
ing a station cleared out preparatory to 
drifting on the vein. This ore taken out 
will be shipped as taken out. Ho also 
intends to go down another hundred 
leet and drift again. 

The contractors on the Butte shaft 
have finished their contract. The shaft 
ia down 100 feet, and for the last 10 feet 
it has been iii ore of a shipping grade. 
When first encountered the ore body 
was two feet wide and baa widened to 
three and a half, which ia its present 
width at the 100-foot level. Samples of 
the ore can be seen at the office of the 
Walters company, limited. It is the in- 



tention Of the management to drive a 
shaft to the east at the bottom of the 
shaft. The stock of the Butte Gold Min- 
ing Company is quite active - at present. 

Sunset No. 2, which is being operated 
by the Canadian Gold Fields Syndicate, 
is proving itself a iirst-claas proporty. 
The shaft has been sunk GO feet on a 
well-defined vein, showing from four to 
five feet of high grade ore, lying between 
two well-defined walls. A drift has been 
driven 30 feet west on the vein from bot- 
tom of shaft, and has exposed up to the 
present time a large body of shipping 
ore. This drift is being driven at the 
rate of three feet every 2-1 hours, by 
three eight hour shiftB, and will he con- 
tinued to the end of the ore chute, by 
which time the management expect to 
have their hoist and compressor plant in 
operation. Sinking in the shaft will be 
continued. The stock of the company is 
in great demand. The Rosslander is in- 
formed that Mr. H, C. Walters, the 
managing director of the company, 
placed one block of 500,000 Bhares in To- 
ronto last Friday. 

Two shifts are working on the Annie 
E. Fraction on Deer Park mountain, 
lying between the Grand Prize and Deer 
Park on the west, and the Gold Hunter 
group on the east. The claim is being 
developed by a shaft 5x7 feet in the 
clear, well timbered and down 18 feet on 
the ledge. The vein is well mineralized 
all the way. On the surface there ia 
capping about 10 feet wide, heavily min- 
eralized, but so far in sinking no walls 
have been encountered. The British 
Lion Mining and Milling Company, 
which owns this claim, intends sinking 
100 feet before crosscuttiug. The ore so 
far taken out runs high in copper, assays 
from the surface going 10 per cent, cop- 
per ami $-1 in gold. With depth the 
copper and gold values increase. 

After the 100 foot level is reached a 
tunnel will be run on the vein, meeting 
the shaft after 300 feet, thus forming a 
plan of development, at once cheap of 
operation and furnishish excellent ven- 
tilation. Other tunnels can be run at 
lower levels until by the lowest a depth 
of 500 feet can be obtained before work- 
ing by a hoist is necessary. By tunnels 
from the Oregon fraction the vein can 
be worked to a depth of at least 1,000 
feet without sinking, so that the mining j 
can be always done cheaply. The min- 
eral ia of a bilicious diorite, and scarcely 
the size of a bean can be found which 
does not carry chalcopy rite or mundic, 
much resembling that of the Sunstt j 
group, and should be cheap to smelt. 
Galena has been found in the ore, but as I 
yet has not been assayed for silver. The 
vein "is in a northwesterly and south- 
easterly direction, dipping to the north, 
running the entire length of the claim , 
1,500 feet, so that though nominally a 
fraction, in reality it has as great a length 
of vein as if a fuli claim. 

CLINTON . 

Ci.intox, Jan. 22.— Lillooet is full of 
mining men and orqspectora. Quartz 
claims are all the talk hereabouts, and 
as quartz of apparently good value has 
been found on Pavilion mountain there 
will be another section for cruisers to 
prospect next spring. Several claimB 
have already, been recorded and some 
work will be done before long in order 
to test what the nrospecta are. 

Mrs. E. B. McLellan having resigned 
as teaeher at Pavilion school and taken 
the Hat Creek school, the trustees of 
Pavilion have to secure another teacher. 
It is hoped that they will get one who 
will give as good satisfaction as did the 
late , teacher, Mrs. McLellan will bo 
greatly missed hero on account of her 
ability as a music teacher and organist. 
All hope that the new year may be a 
pleasant and profitable one for her in 
her new position. 

We are. having very fine weather after 
the stormy weeks we had in November. 
Sunshine has been with us nearly every 
day. 

Pavilion has at last secured telegraphic 
connection with the outside world, R. 
Cummings, of Pavilion, being the pres- 
ent operator. 

MIDWAY. 

(From the Midway Advance.) 
The No. 7 claim, upon which an ex- 
tension of the bond was given to the 
Boundary Mines Company a few days 
ago, is fast assuming the proportions of 
a mine, as the shaft is now down a depth 
of 105 feet, and the ledge at this depth 
has been ascertained to be four feet wide. 
The assay value of the ore in the bottom 
of the shaft has not been made known, 
but it is safe to say it runs high in both 
gold and silver and carries a goodly per- 
centage of copper, judging from the 
amount of gray copper contained in t|>e 
ore.

•\ distinct earthquake shock was felt 
in this city on Thursday evening about 
half-past seven o'clock. The effects 
seem to have been local. 

W. A. Bier, of Dier A Davidson, Vic- 
toria, the firm who have recently made 
several large purchases of mining claims 
in Cam]) Fairview, was in town this 
week, and was very much struck with 
samples of rock which lie saw from 
Camp Hewitt, the Morning Glory, the 
Silver Star, and the Bon Diablo claims. 
He made an offer to purchase the Silver 
Star, but the owners declined to sell at 
his terms, namely, $5,000. 

Owing to spreading rails the passenger 
oach on the S. & O. got off the rails on 
Monday between Enderby and Arm- 
strong and was drugged about half a mile 
on the ties, during which time it crossed 
one Bhovt bridge.

SELF-RELIANCE 

THE WATCHWORD. 

The desirability at this particular 
time of any overtures on the part of 
Canada looking to reciprocity with the 
United States, may be questioned. It 
is already well understood at "Washing- 
ton that the people of this country, ir- 
respactive of party, stand ready to enter 
into any reasonable arrangement for re- 
ciprocal trade that is consistent with 
Canada's position as a part of the Brit- 
ish Empire. It will be a part of the 
duty of the next congress to deal with 
the foreign trade of the United 
States, and reciprocity is a feature 
of the Republican programme. 
Under these circumstances wo sug- 
gest that it would be more consistent 
with the dignity of Canada for the min- 
istry to wait for overtures than to make 
them. If in the opinion of tho Ways 
and Moans committee of the House of 
Representatives it is desirable that Can- 
ada should be embraced in any general 
scheme of reciprocity, proposals to that 
effect will be forthcoming. Reciprocity 
with Canada would be as good a thing 
for our neighbors as for us, and until 
t hey see this for themselves overtures on 
our part will only result in exposing the 
Dominion to misrepresentation. The 
Dominion has managed to get along very 
well for thirty years without reciprocity, 
and if need be it can get along without 
it for thirty years more. 

If we correctly appreciate the situ- 
ation, the Dominion government would 
do well to turn its eyes from the South 
to the New West, which we have been 
accustomed to call the Orient. The great 
fact of theHe closing years of the century 
is that the portals of Asia are Slowly 
swinging open to the commerce of the 
world. This will be the dominant factor 
in tho commercial life of the next 
twenty-five years, and probably for a 
much longer period. In competing for a 
share of this commerce Canada has 
match less advantages in point of geo- 
graphical position and the immense 
prestige of the British (lag. i Every day, 
almost, allorda some new evidence 
that the trade of the Orient is rapidly 
growing. In the last twelvemonth four 
or five large steamship organizations 
have been seeking termini upon this aide 
of the Pacific. Is the government keep- 
ing in touch with these matters'? If so 
the]evidence of the fact is not manifest. 
If it be asked what the government can 
do to supplement private enterprise in 
this matter, we reply that it is the prov- 
ince of the government to discover this. 
We are not disposed to bo unreasonable 
and believe that the ministry should bo 
given time to formulate a policy ; but we 
think that in view of the fact that a 
tariff commission has been in session for 
some months, it seems unfortunate that 
no attempt appears to have been made 
to investigate the Oriental trade. 

Sir. Tarte came out here and dis- 
covered us ; Mr. Davies came and con- 
firmed his colleague's report. Air. Blair 
played the part of de Soto to Tarte's 
Col'Jinbus and on returning said like 
the Queen of Sheba after her memorable 
visit to Solomon, " The half has not been 
told," and out of regard for his reputation 
for voracity— a most excellent if some- 
what rare characteristic of politicians- 
declined to tell the other half. These 
gentleman ought to come back again 
ami they should bring Mr. Fielding with 
them, and they should take a good long 
look across tho ocean. They will then 
realize that when Mr. Blair said that 
Hie future of Canada lies in this direc- 
tion, ho uttered the profou nd.es t truth. 
In truth there has never come to ihe

of Victoria is now before the taxpayers, 
and connected with it is the matter of 
sidewalkB. The latter is not very diffi- 
cult. The city of Fredericton, N.B., has 
tried a very successful experiment at 
laying asphalt sidewalks. The ground 
is prepared by being levelled up with 
earth, and upon this is placed a layer of 
clean gravel, on which asphalt is put. 
The cost per square yard is under -10 
cents and the sidewalk is as good as can 
be wanted. Victoria is very well adapt- 
ed to such sidewalks. 

The paving of the streets is another 
matter and one upon which there is 
room for much difference of opinion. 
The methods most frequently spoken of 
are the macadam, the asphalt, the vitri- 
fied brick and the wooden block. Each 
of these has its advocates. The value of 
a good macadamized street is very well 
known, and all will admit that it can be 
in any case relied upon as a dernier re- 
sort. Asphalt properly laid makes an 
excellent street, but is open to the ob- 
jection that if it is made hard enough to 
resist the wear of heavy traffic it is apt 
to be too hard to give a sure footing to 
horses. But when everything is taken 
into account, It must be conceded that 
asphalt would go far towards solving the 
paving problem here. If we had much 
frosty weather this statement would 
have te be considerably modified. 

Vitrified bricks make a good street for 
some purposes ; but they afl'ord such 
poor foothold for horses that teamsters 
do not like them. If one watches a 
horee hauling a load or trotting along a 
vitrified brick street, he will see that the 
animal's feet slip a little at every step. 
This greatly reduces the draught power 
of the animal and will cause him to 
break down sooner than he otherwise 
would. Moreover, every so-called vitri- 
fied brick is not fit for paving. A special 
quality of clay is needed and before 
the city council decide to adopt this plan 
they ought to he quite certain that the 
needed variety is available. For noise- 
lessness, traction qualities and cost the 
wooden pavement appears to advantage 
when compared with asphalt or brick, 
for the foundation ought to he substan- 
tially the same in each case. We have 
plenty of wood a"t hand. 

The claim is made that it would pay 
the cities on this coast to import paving 
blocks from Australia, where a very 
iiard and durable wood can be obtained 
cheaply; but it is open to doubt if the 
Australian woods are any better fitted 
for paving than our own fir, and especi- 
ally the pitch-soaked butts of the trees. 
It is often objected that wood pavements 
will not stand our wet seasons. This ii 
a perfectly gratuitous assumption. Ta 
coma has had a wood pavement for some 
years on Pacific avenue and if the wet 
weather is injuring it, the fact is not 
apparent to the ordinary observer. It 
is true that in some of the Ontario cities 
wood pavements have not proved very 
successful, and the same is true ol" a 
□umber of American cities, but this has 
not deterred the city of Cincinnati 
from adopting Paget Sound fir blocks 
for its latest work in this line, and it is 
being laid on streets where there is the 
most traffic. The fact that London and 
Paris are adopting wood for paving pur- 
poses is a strong argument in its favor. 
An English authority says that the 
prime question in street making is the 
foundation, which must ho much the 
same no matteT what kind of cover is 
used, and that as a cover nothing gives 
more satisfaction when in use or is more 
cheaply replaced when worn out than 
wood. 

Before any conclusion is reached on 
this matter, the city council will doubt- 
lesB put itself in possession of such in- 
formation, in addition to that already in 
the city engineer's office, as is available. 
By moving in tho matter now the coun- 
cil will be in a position to ask for an ex- 
pression of public opinion in time for 
considerable work to be done this sum- 
mer, if tho property-holders affected by 
it shall so desire.

United Status Consul Bull, writing 
from .Sydney, N.S.W., says the Austra- 
lian wheat crop will be 17,000,000 bush- 
els short. As the export of Australian 
wheat in years of plenty amounts to 
12,000,000 bushels, it follows that the 
island continent must not only use up 
its domestic supply, but must import at 
least 5,000,000 bughels. Consul Bell 
also directs attention to the fact that 
tho hay grasses, Btich as timothy, clover, 
red top and blue grass, do not grow in 
Australia, which uses for the most part 
hay made from wheat straw. Thus a 
shortage of wheat means hIbo a shortage

the Montreal Gazette that if the United 
States congress adopts the proposed 
measure for the exclusion of non-resident 
Canadians from obtaining employment 
in that country, Parliament will 
asked to enact a law which will be word 
for word with the American statute 
and is added that under such an arrange 
ment Canada would not get the worst 
of it.

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The Behring Sea Claims Commission 
Deny a Report Published in 
an Ottawa Journal. 



British and American Counsel Ex- 
change Expressions of Mutual 
Itegard and Good Will. 



The Behring sea commission was for a 
short time occupied with a matter of a 
somewhat unusual kind. During the 
morning session Hon. Mr. Peters, senior 
counsel for the British side, arose and 
said that there was a matter he deemed 
of suflicient importance to place before 
the commission, and which be wished to 
have entered on the notes. A news- 
paper cutting which ho had in his hand 
contained a printed statement that had 
appeared in the Ottawa IE veiling Journal 
of the 13th inst., concerning the pro- 
ceedings of the commission. That state- 
ment seemed to have been pub- 
lished from a despatch sent by 
some evil disposed person from 
Victoria and opened by stating that " of 
late a marked coldness existed between 
the American and Canadian counsel. 
As far as the members of the commis- 
sion were concerned no explanation was 
needed, and Mr. Peters with great pleas- 
ure bore testimony to the fact that he 
had never been engaged in any litiga- 
tion where more pleasant relations ex- 
isted between the counsel on both sides. 
But this newspaper paragraph might 
lead people who knew nothing of the 
facts to think that the relations between 
counsel engaged in the commission were 
not pleasant. The paragraph went on 
to give as a reason for the supposed cold- 
ness that a certain witness on behalf of 
Great Britain had been drugged and 
that this abominable act had been done 
to prevent the witness from giving his 
testimony in the limited time 
given the British side for present- 
in a certain class of evidence. 
Hon. Mr. Peters on looking back over 
the testimony had found that this wit- 
ness had given his evidence as far back 
as December 22, and it was well that the 
public should know that never at any 
time had the counsel for Great Britain 
been limited for time in which to put in 
their evidence. He had felt bound to 
make this explanation, and his greatest 
regret was that any person had been bad 
enough to send such a statement, and 
that a newspaper should have published 
it without the deepest inquiry into it. It 
is all very well to say the paragraph 
published was too ridiculous, but it 
should be remembered that it would be 
published very probably in a hundred 
papers in Canada and the United States, 
and many places where the statement 
might go "the denial would not. It was 
not necessary for him to say that the ar- 
ticle had no foundation, and so far as the 
British side were concerned such suspi- 
cions as were pointed at never existed. 
He desired to explain too that he had 
made the present statement without any 
suggestion or cjmultition with the Uni- 
ted StateB counsel. 

Hon. Don. M. Dickinson made a polite 
little acknowledgment of the British 
counsel's pleasant words. Of course if 
Fiich a statement as had appeared in the 
Journal were published in the United 
■States, where the council were known, 
it would be considered as absolutely 
false, so that the statement was quite 
immaterial, in so far as the 17. S. 
counsel were concerned. What differ- 
ence it might have by being published 
in a Canadian paper he did not assume 
to judge. But he was extremely grati- 
fied to agree with Hon. Mr. Peters as to 
the cordial relations existing from the 
outset of the commission proceedings to 
to-day — relations which promised to con- 
tinue with growing mutual respect un- 
til the end of this high commission. Not 
only had the counsel for the United 
States received that courtesy which was, 
perhaps, due and expected, but 
they had been tendered by all the 
counsel on the British side "and their 
corps of assistants a courtesy not only of 
full measure but overflowing, and he 
felt he could go from his labors not only 
with regard and respect for the counsel 
for Great Britain, but with feelings of 
deep attachment that he should carry 
with him as long as he lived. 

Mr. Justice King, the British commis- 
sioner, closed the incident by a few re- 
marks from the bench. Like Mr. Peters, 
he was surprised at the article published, 
for it was not only entirely a fiction, but 
it was worse than that— a malicious fic- 
tion. He diil not say there was malice 
od the part of the publishers of the pa- j 
per, but it was certainly on the part of 
whoever Bent it from Victoria. He bore 
testimony to the pleasant relations be- 
tween counsel for both countries and said 
he had never seen anywhere a better 
feeling exiating in any case on which he 
had been engaged. He was very sorry 
that the statement had been made in the 
newspaper and he would have liktd to 
know who started the rumor so that it 
might be seen whether this court might 
be able to reach him. lie would desire 
on behalf of the commission that everv 
paper in Canada which had published 
anything in reference to this" minor 
would correct it. He would further say 
that the press should refraim from com- 
ment upon the proceedings of the com- 
mission. The commission had a right to 
exact this.

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THE FRIENDLY HELP SOCIETY. 

To the Editou:— - It is evident from 
Mr. Pearse's address to the Benevolent 
Society that he thinks the Friendly Help 
received last year a donation from civic 
funds; this is not the case. There was 
no civic grant made that society, but 
pecuniary relief was made to persons 
whom the ladies of the Friendly Help 
considered deserving, and who are a 
charge upon the civic revenue by the 
terms of the Municipal Act. 

The ladies have a most systematic or- 
ganization ; they district the city and 
appoint visitors for each division : they 
attend regularly at their rooms in the 
market building and dispense clothing, 
food and fuel to needy persons; the 
investigate each case before giving aid. 
I consider their assistance most valu 
able. 

As to the ethical view of the question 
I must say that the ladies of this organ 
ization most truly deserve credit for 
their action, as they give not only their 
means, but their time and careful 
thought and consideration to the numer- 
ous cases coming to their notice, they 
distribute with care, in kind in prefer- 
ence to cash. I cannot see that this 
work should clash with the Benevolent 
Society. I understood that the two or- 
ganizations were working in perfect ac- 
cord, and that the means dispensed by 
the ladies of the Friendly Help were de 
rived from voluntary offerings. No en- 
tertainment has been given in aid of its 
funds, and lam not awarethat canvassers 
have solicited subscriptions.

The steamship Tacoma's departure 
will be delayed several days more than 
was expected, owing; to repair work be- 
ing done on her, says theTacoma Union. 
It was believed at first that tho placing 
of the steel valve lever would be all the 
repairs necessary, but it has been de- 
cided to make extensive improvements 
to the main boiler. This work is now 
being dono by the Puget Sound Boiler 
Works Company. The weak spots in 
the boiler plate are being riveted in their 
place. When the work is completed the 
boiler will be in better shape than when 
(irst built. The work of cutting, fitting, 
drilling and riveting the steel plates is 
necessarily slow, and may require con- 
siderable time for completion. Owing 
to the Chinese new year being now near 
at hand tho Tacoma will receive but few 
passengers here, there being as yet not 
more than half a dozen-tieketed. 

A CONKMCT OK AUTHORITY. 
The state and Federal quarantine offi- 
cers came together last night on the ar- 
rival of the steamer Umatilla from Seat- 
tle and Victoria, Euys a San Francisco 
dispatch of Thursday. She had eighty- 
six passengers on board, and Dr. Chal- 
mers, of the board of health quarantine 
oflicers, refused her a clean bill of health. 
Several hours elapsed before the matter 
was adjusted. The trouble occurred 
over the romoval from the ship of six- 
teen Japanese passengers by the Federal 
o/licers before the state oflicers had a 
chance to inspect them. Dr. Rosenan, 
the Federal oflicer, boarded the vessel 
and steamed up the bay about 5 p.m., 
and found the sixteen Japanese in the 
steerage. All hailed from infected ports. 
In order to avoid delay Dr.Kosenan ord- 
ered all sixteen removed to Angel island 
with their baggage, there to be fumi- 
gated according to law. Ho then gave 
the vessel a clean bill of health and she 
proceeded to the wharf. Dr. Chalmers 
boarded the Umatilla as she docked, 
called for tho ship's papers and asked to 
see the Japanese, and when told they 
had cone to Angel island refused to give 
the vessel a clean bill of health or to per- 
mit the passengers to land. Captain 
Hunter produced the Federal oilicer's 
certificate, but Dr. ChalmerB calmly ig- 
nored it. He demanded to see the Jap- 
anese passengers, and of course this was 
impossible.

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The Persian Border to Be Cordoned 
— Russian Precautious — Aid 
for Famine Sufferers. 



It May Itencli the United States- 
How Paraees Dispose of 
the Dead. 



London, Jan. 22.— The Chronicle's 
correspondent at Vienna reports that a 
Constantinople dispatch Bays that the 
Porte has ordered the Persian border to 
be cordoned in order to exclude the 
plague. 

A special from St. Petersburg euvs: 
" The fear of the Indian plague reaching 
here grows rapidly. The Xovoe Vreniya 
says England's permitting the popula- 
tion of the stricken districts to emigrate 
will soon scatter the plague all over the 
country." 

The Mirovie Otgloski says: " Italy, 
France and Austria have taken precau- 
tions. History Irtia shown that Russia is 
always thecountry that suffers most from 
the pest. Russian doctors should go at 
once to the plague-stricken districts and 
lind out the truth and study the disease, 
as we cannot rely on the reports of the 
English, whose commercial interests 
have eaten into the humanitarian in- 
stincts of all nations. The world should 
unite to form a cordon around the de- 
vastated plague districts. All prepara- 
tions for maritime and land quarantine 
are under consideration, Doctors have 
been sent to keep a proper guard on the 
Persian and Afghan frontiers. Com- 
mittees in aid of the Indian famine have 
been instituted by the governors of St. 
Petersburg, Moscow and Odessa. 

Calcutta, Jan. 22.— The government 
has ordered the stoppage alter February 
1 of nil pilgrim tratlic lrom Bombay and 
Karachi, on account of the plague. 
There are now 1,750,000 persons on the 
relief works, and about 150,000 are re- 
ceiving gratuitous relief. The principal 
increase in the number of persons re- 
lieved is in Bengal and the Northwest. 
The cost of the relief works is nearly 
two lakhs rupees daily. The exodus 
from Karachi continues. There have 
been 513 caseB of plague there and 408 
deaths. At Bombay the plague mortal- 
ity is estimated at 248 daily. 

Buffalo, Jan., 22.— Dr. Joseph C. 
Greene, one of Buffalo's distinguished 
physicians, ex-president of the Erie 
County Medical Society, who recently 
made a tour of the world and inciden- 
tally inspected India very closely, is 
afraid the bubonic fever " now devas- 
tating the benighted country may spread 
:o this country, I would not be sur- 
prised to see it appear in this country, 
just as cholera and la grippe spread 
around the world. There are so many 
deaths from fever in Bombay that the 
vultures are not able to dispose of the 
bodies and pestilence is feared on that 
account." 

" What have vultures to do with the 
disposal of dead bodieo?" asked there- 
porter. 

"Why, the Parsees, you know, give 
their dead to the vultures. The Par- 
sees are the sleekest of natives. They 
are bankers and merchants of Bombay, 
and believe in the aaeredness of the 
•earth, lire and water, so they do not put 
their dead into the water, and neither 
cremate or bury the dead. They erect 
tall towers and place.tlie dead on top and 
the vultures and crows do the rest. I 
witnessed a Parsee burial in Bombay. 
The tower is about thirty feet in height. 
When the corpse was being carried to 
the tower I Eaw the vultures gathering 
from near and far. They appeared to 
know a feast was being prepared [or 
them. The body was taken to the top 
of the tower and was nude, except a 
short, shroud-like rrarment placed over 
it veiy loosely. When the body was 
placed in position the vultures were only 
perched a few feet away on the edge of 
the tower. When the bearers dropped 
to the ground the birds began their 
dreadful work. Within fifteen minutes 
the bones were comparatively clean. 
Then the waiting crows finished the 
scavenger work, the bones were dropped 
into the pit beneath the tower and the 
horrible affair was over." 

Albanv, Jan. 22. — Dr. Doty, health 
oflieer for the port of New York is afraid 
the bubonic plague will get into this 
country at the harbor of New York. He 
was here to-day to get an appropriation 
of $6,000 for better guarding the port 
and better precautions. 

New York, Jan. 22.— A dispatch to the 
Herald from St. Petersburg says two 
cases of bubonic plague, which is raging 
in Bombay, are reported from Kamaran. 
Kamaran is an island off the west coast, 
of Arabia in the lied !Sea. It is a British 
possession and one of the landing sta- 
tions near the city of Mecca. Severe 
quarantine has been established by the 
Russian authorities. 

The mail from India, which arrived on 
the steamship Teutonic from Liverpool, 
has been thoroughly fumigated to guard 
against any possibility of danger from 
the bubonic blague. As soon as the 
Teutonic reached quarantine all mail 
matter from the infected district was 
put through the process usual in such 
cases. 

In order to prevent the introduction ot 
the plague into this city, President Wil- 
son, of the New York health board, has 
instructed all olllcers of the department 
to maka a careful investigation of any- 
thing which may give local physicians a 
means of rapid diagnosis. Drs. Biggs 
and l'rudden are now engaged in BUch 
experiments. Local physicians admit 
they have little knowledge of the scourge 
except what they have obtained by 
reading the papers. 



STARVING IK CHICAGO. 

Chicaom, Jan. 22.— Men, women and 
children are starving in Chicago in sight 
of relief because the county commission- 
ers do not alow the county agent enough 
help to distribute supplies. The county 
treasury is rich in its surplus, and thero 
is an accumulation of appeals from thou- 
sands of cold and hungry families. 
These men are desperate, and the county 
agent is helpless to save the famine- 
stricken women and babes. A warning 
hiiB been given that the deserving poor 
are becoming dangerous, and their hun- 
ger is likely to drive them to riots, in 
which their cry will be "bread."

eamo fully up to expectations lie is now 
rognrded as the foremost exponent of tho

Hopper was born In list'io in Now York 
eity. Wlion lio was 17 years of age, jiis 
parents, who nre wealthy, sent hint to 
Vale. Tho young man's tastes led him

Bo continued in the drama 
until his twenty-sixth year, when ho de- 
cided to join tho ranks of comic opera per- 
formers. During his experience in tho le- 
gitimate ho retained his fondness for music 
nod cultivated his voice. His engagement 
with tho Mario Tempest Opera company 
in "Tho Fencing: Master," in tho original 
production at thr> old Casino, brought him 
Into prominent and favorahle notico. Ho 
created the part of the Duke of Milan. He 
afterward played George Lagarde in ''The 
Talisman. " His last appearance in comic 
opera was in .Sydney Koscnfold's "Tho 
Hainmakor of Syria."

The Evening Post London financial 
cable says : " The change in the Bank 
of England rate of discount to-day bad 
little effect on the markets. The West 
Australian loan of a million pounds io 
believed to have gone badly.

The Bank of England re- 
turns to-day wore very strong, fully 
justifying the reduction in the 
rate.

These were generally 
expected to show a reduction as the re- 
sult of further repayments by the mar- 
ket on bills discounted. The coin and 
bullion were up XS17,000 nil from reac- 
tion.

TRADE IN CANADA. 

IJradstreet's Notes an Improved Demand for 
Seasonable Goods— Business Failures 
— Bank Clearances. 

New Youk, Jan. 22. — Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say: "There is an im- 
proved demand for seasonable goods 
among wholesale merchantea t Toornto. 
Collections there continue backward, but 
the failures are less numerous Lack of 
snow has prevented farmers from mar- 
keting their produce at Montreal, and 
checked trade correspondingly. The 
outlook is for an improvement. Business 
at Halifax continues dull and featureless, 
but the condition of the country roada 
favors the operator. 

There were 57 business failures re- 
ported from the Canadian Dominion 
this week, two fewer than laBt week, 
five more than in tho same week of 1896 
and nine more than in each of the cor< 
esponding weeks in 1894 and 1893. 

The bank clearings for the Dominion 
of Canada were: Montreal $10,601,370, 
ncreaso 4.9 per cent.; Toronto $6,578,- 
456, decrease 1 per cent.; Winnipeg 
$1,0(57,522, increase 12.2 per cent.; Hali- 
fax $1,128,648, decrease 5 per cent.;

INDIAN RELIEF WORKS. 

What Is Being Done in tlie Punjaub— Details 
of an Interesting Trip of Inspection. 

Jnvi.UM,Punjaub,Jun. 22.— The special 
correspondent who is visiting tho fam- 
ine-stricken districts in India, accom- 
panying the ofheiiil mission engaged in 
the same work, lias arrived here. An 
exhaustive inspection was made of the 
vast relief word known as the Jhylum 
Canal, about which ho Ikbs than -10,000 
coolies are congregated. Of this number 
12,000 persons, either aged or blind, are 
classed as non-workers. As the corres- 
pondent arrived here the coolies were 
juet quitting Work, and the ueene re- 
called the spectacle of a great oriental 
irjela. The preponderance of women 
and children was noticeable. 

After visiting the tent the officials of 
the mission traversed the bazaar market 
along a double line of mat huts floored 
with grass. The market was filled with 
grain dealers, and heaps of wheat, bar- 
ley, maize and millet were piled on the 
ground in front of Die hutB. Prices, it 
was remarked, had fallen slightly since 
the recent rains, causing a slight change 
for the better in the stricken district, 
but in spite of this Prices asked for grain 
were terribly high, the cheapest kind be- 
ing double the nominal price. The regu- 
lar traders are furnished with huts free 
of charge, and from out of the hut gout's 
flesh and other luxuries were dispensed 
to customers, such as officials of the gov- 
ernment and those who were rich enough 
to indulge in therm 

Hospital tents have been erected here 
for the care of the sick, but up to the 
present there 1ms boon no necessity to 
use them. The officials of the mission 
have made an inspection of the coolie 
quarter consisting of long rows of mat 
huts thirty feet apart. They are ranged 
on both sides of a broad sandy street 
and are kept scrupulously clean. 
Each hut is built to accommodate 
fifty persons, who are. constantly 
undf-r supervision of different officials. 
At the canal Works a marvellous scene 
was witnessed. About 28,000 men and 
women were buisly at work. Some were 
digging, and others were carrying away 
the excavated earth in baskets upon 
their heads. The workers were a 
healthy, vigorous,, cheerful lot of people, 
most of them singing as they progressed 
with the tasks allotted them, and now 
and then glancing it their children, who 
were playing about in t he vicinity ap- 
parently'as strong as their parents. 

At the registering department the vis- 
iting oflicials had another interesting 
experience, four clerks seated on a hi^'li 
bamboo platform, were giving new 
rivals in search of relief work the slip of 
paper qualifying them for employment 
on the works. On these slips were in 
scribed the names, easte, description 
and amount of w-ages to he paid to the 
workers, who were \ n turn taken to 
the different sections of the canal 
The greatest order and discipline pre 
vailed on all sides, and there was 
a cheerfulness and regularity about the 
whole proceedings which reflected credit 
upon all concerned. Finally the mis- 
sion oflieials visited the huts set apart 
for the helpless non-workers. There 
again there w as evidence of good work 
on the part of the government officials. 
The same extreme cleanliness prevailed 
in and about the hots, and every medi- 
cal care possible was bestowed upon 
those needing attention. 

Many babies have already been born 
at the canal Works and the mothers of 
these infants are maintained free of 
charge, receive extra pay while they are 
incapacitated from doing hard work and 
are also allowed extra pay for the main 
tenance of their babies. Deserted babies 
or babies whose mothers are unable to 
suckle them are fed from bottles of con- 
densed milk by the medical staff. 

le roi makes a strike. 

The War Eagle Taken Over by the New 
Company— Important Wining Deal 
-The Monita, 

Rossi, .\ xr>» Jan. 22.— (Special) — The 
Miner this morning announces a very 
important strike in the Le Roi on the 
500 foot level. The drift on that level to 
the west after passing through some ba 
ren ground which was cut off from the 
big ore chute has opened up four feet of 
solid clean ore averaging $-10 per ton ii 
gold and running well in copper. The 
depth at which this strike was made 
makes it of very great importance. 

The new War Eagle Consolidated Co 
took charge of the War Eagle mine yes- 
terday, after the sale had been confirmed 
the day before at the stockholders' meet- 
ing in Spokane, 

A rich strike has been made in the 
Norway mine at Trail belonging to the 
Bruce Gold Mining Company. The face 
of the tunnel show's two feet of clean 
white quartz averaging over $00 in gold. 
The ore is perfectly free milling. 

The Miner will to-morrow announce a 
big strike in the Monita. The main 
shaft has bad pay ore in the bottom for 
Sometime, but the management desired 
to keep the matter quiet until it was 
reasonably certain that the ore body was 
permanent. The bottom now shows 
four feet of solid ore which averages $40 
per ton in gold. The ledge is six feet be- 
tween the walls. The Monita is the firEt 
extension of the War Eagle on tho west. 

T. Mayne Daly, of Rossland, and An- 
drew Kelly, of Brandon, Man., have 
purchased a half interest in the Golden 
Crown for .$15,000, and bonded the Calu- 
met for $18,000 with a $3,000 cash pay- 
ment. The claims are tho first exten- 
sions either way of tho famous Winni- 



peg mine, in Greenwood camp. The 
first named is opened by shallow cuts 
and shafts, and shows two feet of high 
grade ore. 

County Judge Forin tried his first 
criminal case to-day. V. Capcbianca, 
an Italian harpist, was sentenced lo two 
years in the penitentiary for assault, and 
David Campbell was given two and a 
half years for the same ofFence. The 
case against a barber named Sheffield 
for obtaining $250 by false pretences 
was adjourned till the Judge's return 
from Slocan, where he goes in the morn- 
ing.

Richard J. Vincent, the latest to ap- 
pear here of the great army of tourists 
who aim to enjoy the "delights of travel 
without money and without price, regis- 
tered at tho Hotel Driard yesterday, and 
traufei'H himself and his voluminous col- 
lection of autographs, photographs and 
press clippings to Vancouver this even- 
ing; thence lie goes east via the C.P.R., 
having decided to patronize the Cana- 
dian route this once to save its directors 
any embarrassment and fully convince 
them that he does not show favoritism 
to the American roadH. When he again 
reaches his home in Now York ho will 
be guilty of the most commonplace act 
of all his career — be will write a boCk. 

The boy globe-trotter, as he proudly 
styles himself, has been constantly on 
the move during three years pant, and — 
lest this might be taken to indicate that 
the polico have been unable to distiii 
gtiisb between a globe-trotter and a 
tramp — by bis own desire. During this 
time ho lias visited more foreign lands 
than the average school-hoy fresh ftoin 
his studies could name with bis eyes 
shut. He is in fact a somewhat phono 
graphic entertainer, with his extensive 
tours as the subject of his address and a 
disposition to rattle off names of strange 
places and great people thereof, in a 
manner calculated to make the hair 
curl. 

He tells in one breath how he was the 
guest of the Emperor of Germany; in 
the next ho is hobnobbing with the Czar 
of all the Russias; while a minute lator 
hois comfortably exchanging confiden- 
ces with the Rajah of some far distant 
Indian province, or investigating the 
social condition of the Transvaal. There 
does not appear to he a country under 
the sun that has not felt tho reviving 
influence of hiB nickel-plated nerve, or a 
ruler — always provided that ruler can 
write— that' has evaded the order to 
stand and deliver an autograph.

U.S. ALIEN LABOR LAW. 

An Absolute Prohibition— Severe Penalties 
for Its Infraction. 

Washington, Jan. 22. — The immigra- 
tion bill has been agreed upon by all 
the members of the senate and the 
house, except Mr. Bartholdi, chairman 
of the house committee in charge of the 
subject. The most important provisions 
of the measures are as follows: "It 
shall hereafter be unlawful for any 
male alien, who has not in good faith 
made a declaration before the proper 
court to reeord his intention of becom- 
ing a citizen of the United States, or to 
come regularly or habitually into the 
United States by land or water for the 
purpose of engaging in any mechanical 
trade or manual labor for wages or sal- 
ary, returning from time to time to a 
foreign country. 

'•It shall be unlawful for any person, 
partnership, or company, or corporation 
to knowingly employ any alien coming 
into the U.S., violating the foregoing 
provision, but the provisions on this ac- 
count shall not apply to the employ- 
ment of sailors, dock hands or other 
employes of vessels or railroad 
train hands, such as conduc- 
tors, engineers, brakemen, firemen ov 
baggagemen whose duties require them 
to pass over the frontier to reach the 
terminal of their runs, or to boatmen or 
guides on the lanes and rivers on the 
northern border of the United States. 

" Any violation of the provisions of 
this act bv any alien or citizen shall be a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a line not 
exceeding ifuOO or by imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding one year, or by both 
BUch fine and imprisonment in the dis 
caution of the court."
